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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1 - 17, 44 and 97-100 remain in this case; claims 18-43 and 45 - 96 
have been cancelled. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 97 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over by Lin 
(US6261234) insofar as Lin is directed to a probe with rounded tip and removable and 
stably attached needle guide with clamps 116, 124 such that the guide is formed within 
a recess in the probe and forms a non-stepped harmoniously tapered tip. Whereas the 
disclosure in Lin is silent as to the relationship of the probe head and the recess, it 
would have been inherently obvious to continue the recess to the full extent of the probe 
guide since this adds to stability and the inability of the guide tip to separate during 
insertion into the body. 

Claims 98-100 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Lin as applied to claim 97 above, and further in view of Miller et al (US5758650) insofar 
as it would have been obvious in view of the latter Figs. 8-9 and elements 220 - 224 to 
provide complementary grooved portions to form the guide in Lin since this allows 
separation of the needle guide without longitudinal movement of the needle, and to 
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further provide mating portions 220 - 224 for centering a guide with respect to the 
transducer since this assures that the guideplane and scanplane will coincide. 



Claim 1 - 17 and 44 are allowed.
